At  the  time  Hairy  Oswald  was  shot,  I was  stationed  by  the  double  doors  leading 
fco«  the  Jail  lobby  to  our  basonent  parking  area,  just  opposlt  the  door  going  into 
the  JA11  booking  offlee.  I obserred  sons  members  of  the  prsss  standing  opposite 
wf  position.  They  had  been  directed  against  the  opposit  wall,  leaving  a corridor 
between  the  group  on  ay  side  and  the  group  on  that  side. 

As  Capt.  Frits,  Detective  Lavell,  and  Detective  L.C.  Craves  emerged  with  the 
irisionsr,  a group  of  the  reporters  fell  in  back  of  then,  as  they  walked.  I 
orsrheard  one  of  than  say  *Uhat  hare  you  got  to  say  no#."  At  this  exact  noasnt 
I heard  the  shot.  Due  to  the  crowd  having  closed  behind  the  am,  I was  unable 
to  see  anything.  Immediately  after  the  shot,  so  many  men  grabbed  the  susp.  and 
completely  engulfed  him,  that  it  was  Impossible  to  see  who  he  was.  Almost 
immediately.  It.  HcKinney  told  me  to  go  into  the  Jail  lobby  and  stop  lnoomlng 
peopel.  I was  assisted  by  Dot.  Beaty  and  two  unifora  men,  who  I can't  remember.
